VL1EN ENEMY QUESTION 
ALONE NOW BOTHERS U. S 
(By Victor "Elliott. 
Washington, Jan. 5.—Though push 
d through both branches of congress 
nd subsequently signed and ¿made 
aw in quicker time than any similar 
dll for several years, the Austrian 
var resolution required very little de­ 
late or adjustment because it was the 
Irst time the United States had de- 
lared war and had been practically 
>re pared. 
When the United States declared 
vnr upon Germany, the government, 
taturally was required to study the 
troblem from all sides because of 
he enormous work necessary to raise 
in army and otherwise place the eoun- 
ry on a war basis. Now, after several 
nonths* preparation and work, tjie war 
nachine of the country is well un- 
ler way and prepared in practically 
U ways for the war with Austria. 
The addition of Austria to the en- 
mies of the United States will make 
ittle or no difference in the manner 
n which the war will be carried on, 
»ecau&e even before President Wil- 
on recommended 
the 
declaration, 
\Ustria was allied with Germany and 
íaturally against the United States. 
The only problem 
to 
confront rho 
nembers of congress and the presi- 
tent in making the resolution law 
vas the alien enemy question. 
- This matter is more serious even 
han the similar question which arose 
vhen war was declared upon Ger- 
nany. 
Germnns who came to this 
ouaty before the war did s»( merc- 
y to use their respective trade^ and 
irofesaions to better advantage and 
o have a larger field. 
Practically 
'11 Germans in the United States at 
he outbreak of the war were skilled 
vorkmen or professionals. 
Each was 
‘Xpert in his particuiar line,"'bur the 
mtlre German population here rep 
esented no particular class. 
The case of the Austrian* and Hun­ 
garians in the United States at pres­ 
ent is decidedly different because they 
belong entirely to the laboring class. 
Dissatisfaction arising among these 
people over the administration of the 
tllen enemy laws would result disas- 
'ronstyfc U> several industries and par­ 
ticularly to mining.
